Mysterious Fire Bums In Main St. Attic 

While Two Families Sleep in Storey Below 



Piercing blasts of the fire 
whistle aroused citizens at about 
2 o'clock on Monday morning 
when fire broke out in the attic 
of the building of Norman 
Sedore near the foot of Main St., 
on the west side, occupied on 
the ground floor by the Massey- 
Harris Company. 

George Whyle, who lives near* 

by, was returning home when 

he noticed smoke coming from 

the top of the building and im- 
mediately turned in the alarm. 
County Constable Ronald Watt, 
who was passing by, was able 
to rouse the two families who 
live in the second storey of the 
building and who were all 
sleeping, unaware of the fire. 

The two families, Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Scott and their young 



son, and the wife and three 
children of Cpl. E. H. Grainger 
of the Newmarket military 
camp, were wakened and taken 
safely out of the building. 

It was 15 minutes after the first 
alarm before It was possible to 
get the fire engine to the scene 
and for two hours practically all 
the members of the brigade 
fought the blaze. They were 

able to confine the fire to the 

attic. The only damage done to 
the living quarters of the two 
families' on the storey below was 
from amoke and water. 

Damage was estimated at 
about $1,500. The upper part of 
the building, which was insured, 
was badly gutted. 

The cause of the fire was a 
mystery, as there was no elec- 
tric wiring in the attic.

WHAT OTHERS THINK 

STUDENTS ON FARMS 

(The Shncoe Reformer) 

The gratifying way in which high school 
students— both young men and young women — 
are answering the call to help the farmer in the 
production of food this year has brought some 
measure of reassurance to the farmer, and raised 
the students in the estimation of the country. 
These young people are not afraid of hard work, 
and they are certainly moved by a patriotic sense 
of duty. 

It has occurred to us, however, that these 
summer movements of students to farms may 
have quite another result than that of helping 
the farmer in his need— a result that may not 
have been anticipated, but which, nevertheless, 
may be of great value to the country; it may lead 
to a wider understanding of and a greater love 
for the life of a farm. While going out to help the 
farmer, they may find thai the farmer will help 
them. While patriotically undertaking hard 
manual labor in an effort to serve their country 
in time of war they may develop a love for the 
healthy, open-air life of the country that mcy 
remain with them through life. 

There are two periods of life when people 
turn to the country— youth and old age. In 
spring and summer the country makes an appeal 
to youth that is well nigh irresistible; in old age 
the country calls again; and there are few men 
of wealth in Canada today who have not 
answered that call and invested in a farm; and 
we venture to say that many of the young people 
who serve on farms this year will develop n 
love for the life that will never quite leave 
them, and that will reassert itself later in life. 

llils is all to the good in our national life. 
There has hitherto been loo great a cleavage 
between country and city life. These young 
people will develop a sympathy for the farmer 
in his strenuous toil to provide food for the 
nation; they will learn the charm of the country; 
they will find that in the country people do not 
always measure success in life by the amount of 
money they can make; they will learn that there 
are other things sweeter and better; they will 
even, in many cases, learn to love the sweat 

and the toil. 
In a book that we read. recently we found the 

statement that in the early years of Canada a 
higher cultural life was to be found in the 
country than in the towns. Certainly country life 
developed a more natural, a more robust and 
a more independent type of life, and a more 
healthy Htale of mind. If this should' reoccur il 
will be a boon to the nation.

A STEP TOWARDS 
DICTATORSHIP 

^ (Hie Fort Erie Times-Review) 

Our neighboring contemporary, the Niagara 
Falls Evening Review, finds little fault with 
Mitchell F. Hepburn's refusal to give parliament- 
ary representation to citizens in six Ontario 
ridings whose seats are now vacant. The Review 
says: "There are arguments on both sides in the 
CCPs demands for by-elections to fill the six 
vacancies in the legislature and Premier 
Hepburn's refusal to hold elections at this time. 
The premier also is on good solid ground when 
he agrees that there are too many members in 
the legislature now. It is bad to have constitu- 
encies unrepresented but it is doubtful if the 
reduction in the number of legislators has had 
any bad effect on government. We could have 
just as good a job at Queen's Park with far 
fewer members than at present." 

This pronouncement disregards completely a 
fundamental provision in the democratic form of 
government— which is that every citizen is en- 
titled to the right to vote ior the candidate of 
his chojee to represent him in the legislature. 
Deny that right and you strike at the very 
foundation of the principle of government by 
the consent of the governed. 

To say that just as good a job of governing 
would be done by far fewer members at Queen's 
Park is to say something with which a great 
many people will agree. But if a reduction in 
the membership of the provincial parliament is 
desirable, a redistribution of seats is the proper 
way to bring it about. Accomplishing it by deny- 
ing to citizens in half a dozen constituencies 
the right to exercise their franchise for the elec- 
tion of representatives cannot be justified on 
either moral or constitutional grounds. Other- 
wise, it would only be a rcductio ad absurdum to 
argue that the membership of the present pro- 
vincial house should be reduced by half by- 
giving representation to the eastern half of 
Ontario only. Yet, if that were done, citizens in 
the western half of Ontario would have no better 
cause for protesting than the electors in the six 
unrepresented ridings have now. 

SPEEDING A MAJOR OFFENCE 

(The Amherstburg Kcho) 

There will be sympathy with traffic authorities 
who crack down on the motorists who exceed 
the speed limit of 40 miles an hour henceforth. 
Speeding has now become a major offence be- 
cause it involves the wastage of precious rubber 
and gasoline that is needed for our fighting 
forces. II is just po»s' l ^ e that a life was lost or 
a tank destroyed just because some young blood 
in Canada chose to speed to his date with the 
girl friend or burn up the road on the way to- a 
ball game. A sidelight on the public's attitude 
in this respect was given here recently when 
nearly everyone who looked at a badly wrecked 
car remarked, "it was a shame to waste such 
good tires." 

There's another thing that the new speed 
restrictions may* curb and that's the noisy 
wedding parties that bombard the ears of the 
public with their raucous parades. We know 
that the newlyweds themselves don't appreciate 
having the curious gaze of everyone forced in 
their direction and that it is only through the 
misdirected solicitude of their friends that the 
motor-horn parades are staged. 



CURFEW RINGS AT NINE 

(The Hrampton Conservator) 
Brampton has decided to ring the curfew at 
D o'clock each night. At that hour all |>ersons 
under 10 years of age are required to he off 
the streets unless accompanied by parent or 
guardian. This action was taken by the council 
for the protection of those who in the very near 
future will be filling important positions in all 
lines in life, night thinking people are constant- 
ly expressing regret because of the dangerous 
freedom allowed the present generation and are 
willing to assist in establishing safer conditions. 
Here, then, is on opportunity. The police force 
and the council cannot effectively enforce the 
etirfew by-law without the fullest co-operation 
of parents. If that is given the results will soon 
make clear the value of the action. If U is not 
given, if the law is a dead letter two or three 
weeks after its enactment; il will have been 
belter if it had never been adopted. At the 
present 'timo nramptonians are co-operating in 
many hn|M>rtant undertakings, as her citizens 
have always done when given progressive leader- 
ship. 'Hie same course, we believe, will be 
followed in the observance and enforcement of 
the curfew by-law. "Karly to bod and early to 
rise makes a man healthy, wealthy and wise," 
the old motto, may not be literally correct, but 11 
still has much to commend it, especially In these 
days when health and strength are >:o greatly 
needed.

Driving In a careless manner 
around a curve proved costly for 
George Cooper, Toronto, when a 
car parked at the side of the road 
happened to contain two police 
officers. Upon searching his car, 
one of the officers found a bottle 
of liquor. When * the accused 
pleaded guilty before Magistrate 
W. E. Mcllveen In Newmarket pol- 
ice court on Tuesday, he was fined 
$10 and costs of $12 or ten days 
on a charge of illegal possession of 
liquor and $10 and costs of $6.05 
on a careless driving charge. His 
worship ordered that the liquor be 
confiscated. 

In his testimony George Byrnes, 
Toronto, a truck-driver, told his 
worship that he had been driving 
on the highway between Newmar- 
ket and Sutton on the afternoon 
of April 23, and when approaching 
the curve at Belhaven he was 
forced to drive on the' shoulder of 
the road by a car coming around 
the curve from the north. 

"When I approached the curve 

I saw the car," stated the witness. 

"It was coming at a great speed. 
There were two things that came 
Into my mind, either to go over 
lbr> embankment or take a chance 
on getting around the curve. I 
got onto the shoulder at my side 
of the road to avoid it. The driver 
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camt' over on my side of the road. 
By getting over on the shoulder a 
collision wag avoided." 

"Were you entirely off the pave- 
ment?" questioned Crown Attorney 
N. L. Mathews, K.C. The witness 
replied that he was. 

"On April 23, at 3.05 p.m., Con- 
stable Carl Morton and myself 
were parked on the side of the 
road at Belhaven," testified County 
Constable William HU1, Sutton. 
"We noticed a car coming south 
at a high rate of speed. I would 
say it was a high rate of speed for 
the corner, but not for the straight 
part of the road. After It got 
past where we were, I heard 
brakes screech. I looked back 
and saw a truck coming north. 
This truck was off the road. Just 
two wheels were on the pavement," 

Questioned by the crown the 
officer stated that he could 
say how far the defendant's 
was over the solid white line, 
said that the day was clear 
the pavement dry. 

r T followed the car to Keswick," 
continued Constable Hill. "The 
accused was driving. I asked him 
what happened and he said that 
he didn't think that he had got far 
over the line at the curve. On 
searching the' car I found this 
bottle of liquor. The accused seid 
that he had bought it the day 
before and his permit showed 
that he did." 

"What was tne condition of the 
accused?" queried the crown. 

"He was sober, although he 
admitted having a pint of beer 20 
minutes before In Sutton," replied 

the witness. 

"Could you estimate the speed 
at which he was going?" 

"'Before coming to the bend, I 
would say that he was going 50 
miles an hour," replied the offi- 
cer. "But this Is a 60-mlle limit 
area." 

In his defence, Mr. Cooper 
denied that he was "far over the 
white line" and stated that it was 
his first offence. He said that he 
had bought the liquor the day be- 
fore when" on a fishing trip and 
did not know that it had been put 
In the car. 

Four motorists who violated the 
new speed law which came into 
effect on May 1 received heavy 
fines. The most severe fine was 
Imposed on Captain Percy R. 
Stover. Queen's York Rangers, of 
Camp Borden, who pleaded guilty 
and was fined $49.25 and costs of 
75 cents for driving his car at 70 
miles an hour on Yonge St. 

"On May 5 I followed this car 
from Aurora to Richmond Hill," 
testified Provincial Constable Alex. 
Ferguson. "It was going 70 miles 
an hour and a little better." 

"Did he give you any excuse, 
that he was on duty?" asked 

Magistrate Mcllvecn. 

"No, he was Just off on leave, 
he explained to me." replied thd 
officer. "He was like any other 
motorist."

If the church will face up to 
the problems of the times, she 
will find more people than ever 
before ready to join with her in 
furthering the Kingdom of God. 
If the farmers of Canada will 

wholeheartedly join together 
they can demand and they will 

receive a fairer deal for them- 
selves and a chance to make a 
more worthwhile contribution to 
their country and to the world. 

R. J. Scott, a prominent work- 
er in farm organizations, says, 
"There is a tide running through 
every country of the world to- 
day.

Democracy must be a 
living, vital, flaming force, alert 
and moving, every day and every 
week."

What 
he particularly detests is the 
conception of the church as a 
mere agency of any interest — 
government, money power, social 
leadership or any other. What 
he will assert, against secular 
restraint from any quarter, is the 
loyalty of the church to her 
divine commission."

£mptoyec3 of the fust growing 
Aurora Engineering Company, who 
are engaged on war work, arc In 
need of homes and to date suffi- 
cient have not become available to 
satisfy cither the management or 
the employees, '"town officials say. 
Additional employees are contem- 
plated by the firm. Mr. McPher- 
Bon, president of the firm, it Is 
understood. Is anxious to have 
something done to meet the situ- 
ation. 

With the daily arrival of nation- 
al salvage and army salvage and 
with the buildings rapidly being 
put. In shape, it will not be long 
until the ordnance repair depot, 
which has taken over the Fleury 
and Grover plants, starts produc- 
tion. Already over 20,000 pairs of 
army shoes have arrived for re- 
pairs, while clothing, granite wear 
and armaments will also be re- 
paired htfre. When the plant Is 
available the present depot al 
Fleet St.. Toronto, will bo moved 



here to make general repairs for 
military district No. 2 and per- 
haps for adjacent districts. ' ' 

It Is not expected that many 
troops will he stationed here, but 
a large number 1 of civilian work- 
ers will be employed..

Saturday will loom big In the 
lives of many thousands of Cana- 
dian sportsmen, but to none more 
than to Aurora's own Charlie 
Smith will the day assume gigantic 
proportions. Winning tho King's 
Plate Is the aim of every Canadian 
jockey and It will bo the climax of 
a spectacular career If the Aurora 
boy can come through. North 
Yorkers will be pulling for a real 
break for the Smith lad, who in his 
chosen field of endeavor has made 
good in a big way and yet has kept 
his head. The King's Plat* Is the 
oldest race classic on the American 
continent for continuous running. 
In 1859 Queen Victoria, despite nil 
the primness and sanctity history 
books have accredited her with, 
approved n grant of 50 guineas for 
Ihe running of a turf closslc. 
Originally it was run nt Cnrleton 
In West Toronto nnd from 1803 
until 1883, with political pressure 
being brought to bear on the 
trustees of the stake, tho race was 
run at various spots In Ontario. 
Including Toronto. Barrtc was 
the closest It ever came to North 
York, although Newmarket almost 
got it once. In 1883 the race was 
centralized through the Duke of 
Argyll. Queen Victoria sanctioned 
the race being run nt Toronto ex- 
clusively and it proved to be a wise 
move, too. History has proved this 
to be tho right course. Originally 
the plan was to encourage the 
breeding of thoroughbreds in Ont- 
ario and the dream has been ful- 
filled, with Ontario-bred horses 
fust reaching the peak where thoy 
can compete with the fosteat In 
America. Subsequent monnrchs 
have wisely continued the grant. 
Highlight of the race's history was 
In 1939 when their majesties, then 
on a royal tour of Canada, visited 
tho Waodblno track to soo the run- 
ning of tho classic. Saturday's 
race will be the 83rd running, with 
his excellency, tho Earl of Athlonc, 
In attendance. 

Undisturbed was the favorite last 
year and "Smltty" had his big 
chance then. Unknown to every- 
ono, tho gallant Giddlngs' colt had 
a heart ailment and Just failed to 
mnko tho grndo. Subsequently ho 
was destroyed by a shotgun. It 
was a heartbrcakor to Smith, to 
Harry Giddlngs and thousands 
who had wage red heavily upon tho 
favorite. Following tho raco O. W. 
wed an American girl and this 



year his wife, who is his severest 
critic, will be' rooting harder than 
she did Inst year for hubby to come 
through. 

Ten to Aim.*, another GIddings 
horse, is again the favorite for the 
race and according to all the ex- 
perts he Is probably the fastest 
Canadian gelding ever • to have 
been foaled In the dominion and 
should win In a walk. Will his- 
tory repeat Itself? .Will the Aur- 
ora boy see the cup of victory 
snatched from his lips at the last 
moment? The big question seems 
;o be, can hc go the mile and an 
eighth at top speed? Has hc stay- 
ing power? It Is tho longest test 
he has had and his trials, while 
Impressive, have not been any bet- 
ter than severed others. If breed- 
ing counts, there'll be no doubt 
about it, for his daddy was game 
and a grcat stayer. Personally, it 
Is our opinion that the Giddlngs 
horse has been kept under wraps 
and worked carefully and we'll be 
surprised if he doesn't win hand- 
ily. Smith and his friends arc 
confident, as never before, but 
with an air that does not sound 
like bravado. The Ace' will carry 

top weight in the race and Smith 

as late as Sunday, was overweight 
arid needed plenty of "boiling out* 
to bring him down to his best 
weight. He'll be In fighting form 
on Saturday, make* no mistake 
about It 

Cossack Post, the Hatch entry, 

promises to give some real compe- 
tition and if any horse Is liable to 
upset the dope, wo look for him 
to do so. Bill's Gift is another fine 

prospect. Smith haa his weather 
eye cocked on the McLaughlin 
entries, who haven't been getting 
much play. The motor magnate 
has a fine pair in VsJkyrlan and 
Rhadagus. We have yet to moke 
our first race track bet, altho' we 
have been picking them for some 
years. If -we were ever tempted to 
break a rule It would be now. 

Come on, Smltty, is the battle 
cry of the mob for Saturday, and 
we envy those who'll sec the* race. 
Personally, we'll light up a stogie 
and listen In at the radio, and have 
our fun just the same. A fast 
track will make U practically cer- 
tain, so keep a weather eye peeled 
and pull for a fast track, a good 
start and good luck for the' fair- 
haired, quiet Aurora boy who de- 
serves a real break. Here's hop- 
ing!
